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HERE have been for many Nears laſt paſt, Two Parties 
of BEcclefia5tical Perſons in the French Church, who, 
with the ficrceſt Spleen, and keeneſt Language, have 
impeach'd one another of Herefie, and Impiety, and pro- 
claim'd their Adverſaries, as profeſs 'd Enemies to Religion, 

Av and fit to be avoided, and deteſted by all good Sons of the 

; the Janſeniſts and Molinifts; the former Men of great 

Learninz, the latter of refin d Polticks, who, by their powerful Intereſt, 

and ſubtle Management, got the Vittory both at Rome and Verliailles, pro- 

car'd the Condemnation of the Five Famous Propoſitions, and the Baniſhment 
of Monſ. ARNAuLD, their Champion. This Conqueſt gave ſuch En- 
corrazement to the Jeſuits, that they thought themſelves not capable of being 
attack'd by any other Powers, and ſet them upon continuing their Deſign of 

Publiſhing and Defending ſuch Propoſitions relating to the Government of 

Mens A&tions, as are altogether inconfiftent with the Rules of Right Reaſon, 

and the Diftates of Revelation , their moſ} famons Cafmniſts, Leflius, Amy, 

Tambourin, Anthony Sirmond ( Eſcobar, and Molina, having begun 

the-Quarrdl) and an Army of other ſuch Writers appear'd publickly in the 

Cauſe, to defend their Aſſertions, particularly the Opinion of Probability, 

with as much Zeal, as if they were contending for that Faith, which was 

once deliver'd to the Saints; tho' the Propoſitions, which they affirm, in- 
validate the Autority of the Holy Writ, make the Chriſtian Religion only 
piobable, ſuperſede, or cramp the Autority both of Church and State, give 
permiſſion to Murther, and Luſt, to Lying, Calumny, and Perjury, and 
eofound Right and Wrong, Truth and Falſhood, as if they had renounc'd 
the Name of our Bleſſed Lord, and commenc'd profeſs d Diſciples of 

Simon Magus, that Leviathan of the Antient Church, who was the firſt 

Patron of Equivocation, and the firſt Promoter of Vice under the Mask of 

Religion. And I do not wonder, that the Men of this Order are generally 

choſen the Direftors of Conſcience to the Laity, ance it is natural to 

Mankind to love to be flatter d, and induls'd in their evil Inclinations and 
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To the READER. 


Many Complaints bad been made by private Perſons, many particular 
Biſhops had caution'd their Dioceſes againſt ſuch eaſie Confeſſors, and ſome 
of their Dofirins were condemn'd at Rome ; but this Year, the French 
Clergy in their General Aſſembly undertook the buſmeſs in earneſt, and 
having confirm'd the Pontifical Cenſure of the Five Propofttions, pre- 


ceeded to the Condenmation of the Morals taught by thefe Medern Cafwits. 


They treat the Society with great Regard, it muſt be acknowledy'd, nat fs 
much as citing the Authors in the Margin, the Pere de la Chaize is known 
fo bave a great Influence at Court ; but the Dogmarta they condemn according 
to their Demerits, as erroneous, impious, and heretical: And it is worth the 
Enquiry for what reaſon the Pere le Compre was remov d from being Confeſſe 
7 the Dutcheſs of Burgundy, and ſent into another Country. 

The Provincial Letcers of Moncalte, the Morale of the Jeluits, &c. 
zpill enlighten the Reader, as to the Doctrins, and their Entertainment, and 
tis pity to detein bim any longer, who is willins to fee the Determination of 


the Gallican Church.

H E Catholick Church always held, Thar the Chriſtian Relizivn 2 * 
did conſiſt in a true Belicf and a good Life; that the Doctrines of 2.1 
Faith and Manners flowed from the ſame Fountain; and that # 
the Rules of holy Living were a principal part of the Creed. ? 
And it is equally certain, that this was that Depofrtum, which Chriſt | 


and his Apoſtles commitred to the Truſt and keeping of rheir Succeſlors to the 


end of the World. Whereas therefore in this Age the Doctrines of Faith, and the Þ 


Rules of Morality and a Chriſtian Life are inſulted by divers Errors, which, tho 
formerly condemn'd, do again ſpring wp in the Church, We the Cardinals, Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops aſſembled by the King's Permiſſion in the Palace of St, Ger- 
214in (with the Aſſiſtance of other Eccleſiaſtical Perſons deputed to rhat purpole) 
being mindful of our own Station and Duty, and encouraged by the Inſtructions 
and Example of our Predeceſlors in their General Aſſemblics, have determined, 
with the utmoſt of our Power, by the Divine Help to aſſiſt the Church in her Ni- 
ſtreſs, and unanimouſly to oppoſe our ſelves againſt ſo many and ſo great Evils; 
in the Spirit of Meckneſs and Charity, treating all Perſons concern'd with Solt- 
neſs, but their Errors, as they deſerve, with Severity. 

Very lately, even this very year 1700. a Book, legally approv'd of and allow', 
was dedicated to this Aſſembly, in which a Treatiſe called N-dus Preed:/7inat ics: 
diſſelutus, i. e. The Knot of Predeſtination untoos d, was leverely cenlured, an the 


Author frequently impeach'd of Semipelagiariſm; bur whercas in the Preface of 


the ſaid Book, dedicated to us, ſome Paſlages arc inſerted which weaken the 
Authority of the Apoſtolical Conſtirutions concerning rhe Five fajows Prejpe/= 
tions, we relolv'd to ſhew our Diflike, and to reſtrain and correct thoſe, and the 
like Aſſertions ſcatter'd up and down in ſeycral Books, without approving othcrs 
which occur in the ſame Writings; nor ſhall we cver ſuffer any Man to entertain 
any hope thar he ſhall incline this our Afſembly ro act contrary to the Intercils 
of Truth. 

And for the fame Reaſons we think thoſe troubleſome and i!l-natur'd Men 
Not fit to be tolerated, who accuſe many good and learned Perſons, ſtudious 
Promoters of the Welfare of the Church, with the uncertain and invidious crinc 
of Jaſcniſm, becauſe they have ſharply expos'd the Corruption of Manners. Since 
by the Rules of Candor and Equity, which belong to the Epiſcopal Order, we 
cannot {uſpect any Perſon, unleſs he detract from rhe Authority of the Conſtitu- 
tions of the Apoſtolical Sce, or defend one of the condemn'd Propotitions. This 
having been often herctofore eſtabliſh'd by our Predeceſlors, confirm'd by rhe 
King, and ratified by the moſt Holy Pope /ancrent XML with the Applauſe of 
the whole Church.

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As for the Cardinal Czleſtine Sfondrata, the Author of that Book intitied, 71- 
Xnet nileesd, we arc not {olicitous ; his Caule is defer'd ro the Apoitolical Sce, 
in Expectancy of the Determination of his Holineſs, who hath according to his 
Ofiice undertaken the Deciſion, as himſelf in his Breve, darcd 37 6. inthe ficrh 
vcar of his Pontificate, ſignified to five of us; than which nothing could be more 
Jefircable. For which cauſe, we, as it 1s fit, abſtain from the Examination of 
of the Book ; not forgetting in the mean time the Doctrine of St. n/?79 againit 
che Semzipelaziaas, which the Church of Rowe hath acknowledg'd to be her own, 
2nd hath from the beginning recommended t> the Gallican Church, 

Now we'come to another Article of Faith, viz. Moral Divinity ; in thcſe 
!ater Ages much corrupted by the Licenciouineſs and Subtilty of fome Wits ; 
and we think fit to premiſe the Words of Pope Al:xand:r VII. of happy memo- 
ry, in which Ze proteſts in the great Grief of his Soul, that viry many Opinions, 
which relax Chriſtian Diſcipline, and are pernicions to the Souls of Mcn, were pub- 
{fi d ; ſome of which, formerly antiquated, are new revived, oth:rs newly brought 
ferth ; that the extravagant Liberty of luxurious Wits did every day increaſ:, by 
which means Opinions in matters relating to Conſcience have crept into the Church, con- 
trary to the Simplicity of the Goſpel, th: Doctrine of the Ho'y Fathers, and which 
would be the Cauſe of great ol-ftruitions to a Chriſtian Life , ſhould the Rul:s 
te taken for true, and the Faithful dire their Adtions accordingly. In which Sen- 
cence he not only complains that the Errors were increas'd ; but withal, which 
15 the principal thing to be obſerved, he would have the World take notice, that 
inch a manner of handling this Subject was introduced, whence not only the 
Corruption of Morals muſt unavoidably follow, but that the Deluge would break 
in with ſuch a Force thar it could hardly b2 oppoſed. 

Nor did his Holineſs think it ſufficient, only to diſcover the ſource and ori- 
ginal of this Evil, and to detect this new method of cheating Mens Conſciences, 
and embroiling the Truth : but having traced the ſeveral channels of this per- 
nicious Doctrine, has condemn'd and prohibited it at leaft as ſcandalous (withour 
approving any other ſuch Tenets as might occur) «nder the Threatning of the 
Divins Tudement, and the Penalty of Excommunication, from which no Man could 
give Al ſolution but the Pope himſelf, unleſs the Perſon ſo cenſured were at the point of 
Death. Which ſound and good Deſign Innocent XI. piouſly proſecuted, damning 
and prohibiting, under the ſame Penalties, many other Propoſitions, ſeleted 
with much Learning and Diligence (without allowing the reſt) adjudging them 
1not only to be cxpung'd out of all Books and Sermons, but our of every Chri- 
lian Man's Converſation, and to b2 condemn'd as at /eaft ſcandalous and prrni- 
cious to Practice. 

And we wiſh that the moſt holy Popes had proicrib'd this wicked Doctrine ac- 
cording to the antient Forms of the Eccleſiaſtical Decrees, ſtill retain'd in our 
Church, and which concern the Univerſal. Burt while we wait that this Work 
may be perfected, as it was done in the days of our Forcfathers and according 
to Canonical Preſcription, We, in the mean while, the Cardinals, Archbiſhops, 
and Biſhops conven together , leſt the deadly Infection ſhould ſpre:d it ſeif, 
have reducd thoſe Propofitions condemn d by rhe aforeſ::id Popes, as we have 
{aid, with the Conſent and Applauſe of the whole Chriſtian World, under their 
{everal Claſſes and Heads, having ter an expreſs Mark upon the molt notorious 
of them, rhar all perſons might have them the more in their view; and for the 
berter Information ef the Chriſtian Clergy and Lairy, have ſtigmatiz'd particu- 
farly {ach Doctrines as they h1:d formerly cenſured. 

And.yer it is incredible, ſhould. it be averr'd, what Increaſe of Miſchiefs hath 
proceeded from fuch moſt wicked Principles, rho the whole Church hath oppoſed 
them ; the ſubtle Wits being intent only on this one thing, That no Man may 
j'als for a great Divine, but he who invents the greater number of Doctrincs to 


confirm the Authority of the Probatiliry Bur to eſtabl;ſh ſuch Hererodoxics, or

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by ſuch Pretences to induce the Weak to embrace a falſe and deſtructive Security, 
is nothing elſe but to deſtroy Souls, and after the Example of the Phariſees, in- 
ſtead of the Commandments of God to obtrude the DoQtrines, the Injunctions, 
and the vain Traditions of Men. For which reaſon, being by the experience 
of ſo many Errors convinc'd, we believ'd it neceſſary to cut þ the Evil by the 
root, viz. thar Method of coining Opinions, which being unknown to rhe Fa- 
thers hath begotten ſo many differences in matters of the greateſt weight, thar 
in the ſame Pariſh, in one and the ſame Church it was often ſeen, that ſome 
Perſons were by ſome excommunicated, who by others were abſolved, fo thar 
Chriſtian People were diſtracted, and being involy'd in various Uncertainties, 
knew not whom they ought to belicye; to the great detriment and diſhonour of 
the Eccleſiaſtick Authority, and the introducing as great a Neglect and Indiffe- 
rence in the matters of Eternal Salvation. Which Evil, not the ſingle Authority 
of any Biſhop, but the unanimous Conſent and Authority of a Synod can only 
ſubdue, according to the Apoſtolical Rule, 7 Zeſeech you Brethren, that all of you 
ſpeak the ſame things, and that there be no Schiſms among you. The Propoſitions that 
we condemn follow, reſerving to our ſelves the Cenſure of other Propoſitions 
or Errors, which for want of rime we have not at preſent conſider'd. 


The Cenſure of the Propoſitions. 


I. 


That the Conſtitutions of Tnnocent X. and Alexander VII. concerning the 
five condenned Propoſitions are to be obſerved. 


T length the Governours of the Church and of ſecular Kingdoms, by this 

moſt perſpicuous Argument , are brought to acknowlelge , that the 

Phantome of Farxſeniſm, that hath every where been lookt for, bur no where 
found, hath its being no where bur in the diſturb'd Fancy of ſome Perſons.

That nothing was determined by the Conſtitution of 7nocent X. other than 
that the former Diſputes might be renewed with the greater ſharpneſs - - - - - 
That Alexander VII. was led into the fame By-path, as a Man is caſily induc'd 
to meddle with thoſe things which hardly belong to his Office - - - - - . 
Thar 7mnecent XI). when his Duty bound him to declare his Sentiments in plain 
words, having publiſh'd his Opinion in general and equivocal terms, gave 
us leave to think that he durſt not more openly declare his Judgment, being 
afraid to err - - - - And that that Phraſe, 7z the common Sexſe, uſed by the ſame 
Pope, is more general and indefinite than the Words of Alexander VII. (13 the 
Senſe meant by Janſenius) - - - - Finally, the French Biſhops, under that Pretext 
of aſſerting the Liberties of the Gallican Church, have ruined them, by receiving 
the Conſtitution of 7znocent X. againſt Janſenius.

A DECLARATION concerning the Love of God 
requir'd in the Sacrament of Penance_. 
k Fter the fimiſhing our Cenſure of the Propoſitions ſome few things remain, which for 


ther Weightineſs are to be more exactly explained, and from their very Originals to 
be brought into Light. : 

An.i ttuly leſt we ſhould omit the necefſary Do&rine concerning the Love of God, as it is 
required of 1] aJult Perſons to qualifiethem for Baptiſm, fo alſo for the Sacrament of Penance, 
whic' 1s a laborious Baptiſm, we thought fit that theſe two things ſhould be advis'd and caught 
out of the moſt holy Council of Trent : 1. That no Man may think, that in etther of thoſe Sa- 
c aments there 15 requir'd, as previous to them, that Contrition which 1s perte&ted by Charity, 
1 which with the Defire of the Sacrament, before it & aFually received, may reconcile man ts 
G,c/. +. That no Man think that he can be ſafe under either of thoſe Sacraments, if, beſides 
an Atof Faith and Hope, be do wor begin to love God as the Fountain of all Fuſtice. 

Nor can the purpoſe of beginning a new Life, and keeping the Commandments of God, 
which are neczflary to either Sacrament, be ſufficiently made good, if the Penitent hath no re- 
card tothe fiſt and greateſt Commandment of loving God with all his Heart, and cannot be 
at leaſt ſo prepared in his Mind, as to excite and provoke himſelf to fulfil it by the affiftance 
of God's Grace. 

We alſo ſhould like it well, if all Confeſſors, in the Sacrament of Penance, and in other S«- 
craments when they adminiſter them, would take care not to follow @ probable opinion concerning the 
Validity of thoſe Sacraments, and leave the more ſafe. And that they would not ceaſe to admo- 
niſh thoſe Penitents, who commit their Souls to their Charge, that in their Repentance they 
would art leaſt begin to love God, which 1s the only ſecure way ; becauſe thoſe Men will ſin grie- 
101{lr, 1n ſuch a dangerous Caſe that concerns Mens Salvation, :f for the Reaſon only, becauſe

| aw hath preſcrib'd theſe Rules to dire the right Uſe of probable Opinions. 1. That in 
dowbttl Cales relating to Salvation, where the Reaſons are-equal, we ſhould follow that which 
i- thz {a/er, or that Which 1s 1n tbat caſe only ſafe; and this we ſhould account a Precept not a 
Counſel, for fo ſays the Scripture, He who loves Danger ſball periſh in it ; this 15 the firſt Rule: 
2. Thit in probable Opinions concerning Chriſtian DoQrine, we ſhould follow the Decree of 
the General Council of Viewe, concerning thoſe Graces which are given to Children and 
adult Perſons in Baptiſm, 1n theſe Words, We think this Opinion to be embrac'd as more probable, 
and more agreeable to the Sayings of Holy Men, and the Fudgment of the Modern Divines ; which 
Dete: mination of the Council is beyond controverhie more pertinent to govern Mens manners, 
in 3s Muct1 as the Holineſs of Life, and the Salvation of the Faithful depends upon them. 

From tlus Rule theretore it follows, 1. That in matters of Divinity which concern the Do- 
Arines of Faich and Manners, we may hearken to the Modern Divines, if ſo be they give 
their Opinions conſonant to the Holy Fathers. 2. That if they differ from them, the Pco- 
pagation of ſuch Opinions may be reſtrain'd, that no regard be had to them, and they may not 
bz allow'd to be of any Authority. Laſtly, That it may not be lawful for any Man to chuſe 
any Opinion, which heis not perſuaded is moſt conſonant to Truth. 

That therefore in practice it 1s Jawhul to follow that Opinion, which we our ſelves do not 
believe ought to bz choſen as mare probable, a new and unheard of Tenet, broach'd by cer- 
tain and known Authors in this laſt Age, and laid down by them as a Rule of Manners; 1s 
repugnant co the celebrated Saying of the Fathers, that which every, which always, and by all 
was held: nor can it pretend to the ſecurity of a Chriſtian Rule. 

Thar this is the bzginning of Evils, and the foundation of ail the aforeſaid Corruptions, both 
the Conſequences of the Dofrine, and the Series of titmes demonſtrate. No Man can deny 
that this hath ' been cenſur'd by our Pregeceſſors, Men of Courage and Religion, hath _

E admoniſh therefore our Fellow-Presby- 
ters, Whether ſecular or regular, whoe- 
ver by the authority and licence of the Biſhops do 
preach the Word of God, or adminiſter Sacra- 
ments, That they ſuffer not at any time the Way of 
Salvation, which God the ſupreme Verity, whoſe Words 
exdure for ever, bath defined to be ftreight.; r0 be for 
the Deftrution of Souls widen'd, or rather perverted, 
and that they recal into @ right Path the Chriſtian Peo- 
ple from that broad and wide Way, that leads to Per- 
dition. Which Words of Chriſt inculcated by 
Alexander VII. we wiſh and pray may be deeply 
fxt in their Minds; and we hope 1n the Lord, 
that thoſe who have hitherto taught thoſe looſer 
Dudtines, without any firm reaſon, but follow- 
ng one another, will ceaſe for the future to teach 
h:m; they being ſuch as the Biſhops and Popes 
do gifl-ke ; and the Hereticks, without any juſt 
reaſon 'tis true, but according to their wont, 1m- 
pute to the Church, and thereby create her Envy; 
which the Men of this World alſo deride. Where- 
fore for the future may they turn from this empty 
Sopkiftry, hated both by God and men, into the 
r:ght way, according to the advice of S. Hierome, 
That thoſe who have formerly deceived the People 
by their Gloſings, would for the future deter them, 
and reduce them mto the right way; and that thoſe 
who Egve been the Cauſe of Error may begin to heal 
the Wounds that they bave made, and ſo become the 
occaſion of their recovering their Health.
